Sate or Rare Books anp MSS.—The sale of the curious and extensive col- 
lection of books and manuscripts of the late Dr. Bliss, at the Rooms of Messrs. 
Sotheby and Wilkinson, London, realized a total of 6,2811. 16s, 6d. Among 
the manuscripts a short autograph note from Charles I. to his Queen pro- 
duced 141. A letter from Sir William Dugdale to the Earl of Clarendon sold 
for 6/. An extraordinary note from Lord Inchiquin to Charles IL, soliciting 
a reprieve for “a poor creature falsely accused of increasing coyne, which, 
had itt been true, is hardly a fault, when there is searce any to be had,” 
brought 5/. <A letter from the Duke of Ormonde to Queen Catherine, 4/. 10s. 
and another to the Earl of Anglesey, 41; and the rest of the Ormonde cor- 
respondence, 802. 12s. 6d. A collection of 20 early charters, commencing 
with one from King John to Beaulieu Abbey, 50%. Autograph peems by the 
celebrated Parliamentary General, Sir Thomas Fairfax, containing metrical 
versions of the Psalms, ete., 36/. 10s. Hore B. Marie Virginis, with illumi- 
nations, by a Flemish artist, 132. 5s. Autograph unpublished poems of N, 
Oldisworth, while student of Christchurch, and now in the yeare 1644 trans- 
eribed for his wife, 10d. Psalterium Davidis, written in the 12th century by 
an English scribe, but wanting the beginning, 227. Psalterium Latine, writ- 
ten in the 13th century by an English scribe, and curiously adorned with 
the arms of noble families then existing in England,—the Nevilles, Warrens, 
a ete., 30/.

From the Literary Gazette, 

Tue Coneress on Lrrerary anp Artistic Prorerty at Brussets.—The Com- 
mittee of Management in connection with the approaching Congress at Brus- 
sels have issued a circular, in which a resumé is given of the general, and, as 
they think, most satisfactory, opinions entertained upon the various ques- 
tions which it will be the business of the Congress to consider, We read in 
this document :—“‘ The great number of adhesions and proofs of sympathy 
which we have received prove that the idea of creating in an international 
assembly the question of literary and artistic property was neither hazardous 
nor sterile. In every country where our appeal has been heard, it has found 
an echo; and the present moment has been recognized as opportune for 
giving place in the law of nations to a new principle, which, already sane- 
tioned by numerous special conventions, yet awaits general adoption. We 
have no reason to fear that the initiative taken by Belgium has been judged 
presumptuous ; every other consideration has disappeared before the grandeur 
of the object in view; and we have been allowed to indicate the means 
without being called upon for credentials. In proposing the questions which 
will be submitted to the Congress, we announced that, to facilitate the in- 
quiry and at the same time in accordance with precedents, we should for- 
mularize a general scheme of solutions which, without interfering in any 
way with the liberty of discussion, would make known the opinions enter- 
tained, and tend to unite and concentrate them. We also invited the ad- 
herents of the Congress to aid us in this preparatory work by,the enunciation 
of their own views. The Committee have Semivell eal interesting com- 
munications in reply to this invitation. Amongst them we ought separatel 
to mention the observations addressed to us in common by the Cercle de 
Librarie and the committee of the dramatic authors and composers of France. 
This document will be placed before the Congress, which will appreciate its 
importance and merits, Before speaking of the solutions which the Commit- 
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tee proposes to the Congress, we have two remarks to make. The first is 
that we only attempt to submit simple bases of discussion, as capalle of being 
modified as of being maintained. The projets de solution bind to no opinion ; 
they do not even compromise the members of the Committee individually. 
The second observation is that we should have misunderstood our powers 
and our mission had we elaborated a general plan of reform upon one of the 
most difficult subjects that can be offered to the meditations of the thinker, 
and to the deliberations of a public assembly. We have sought to ameliorate 
rather than to innovate, and in order to unite the elements of a good law 
upon property in the pages of literature and art, we have sought in the 
various special codes the most protecting and judicial provisions. The 
question of intellectual property gives birth in some degree of itself to the 
most seductive theories, Without despising them and reserving the rights of 
discussion, the Committee have not desired to leave the path of practi- 
cability, nor to go further than the most advanced legislative enactments.” 
The Committee then enter upon an examination of the questions proposed to 
the Congress’ make known the state of the various laws upon each of these 
points, and explain their own motives for preferring the decisions which they 
proceed to record. Their views our space does not enable us this week to 
enumerate ; nor is it necessary, as they possess purely a suggestive charac- 
ter. The Congress will open on the morning of the 27th of next month. 
Admission will be by tickets, which will be delivered to the members at 
Brussels three days beforehand. The members will at first be divided into 
five sections, their respective subjects of inquiry being as follows :—1st see- 
tion. Questions relative to international recognition of literary and artistic 
property. 2d. Questions relating to the property in works of literature and 
art in general. 3d. Questions relative to the representation and the execu- 
tion of dramatic or musical works, 4th. Questions relating to the arts of 
design. 5th. Economical questions. The discussions will take place in the 
French language, but foreign members will be allowed to express themselves 
in their own tongues, the sense of their remarks being translated by some 
other member. Among the letters received by the Committee is the follow- 


ing from M. de Lamartine :— 
Paris, Aug. 15, 1858. 
M. le President,—Imperious and obvious (sensibles) circumstances render it impossible 
for me to assist at the Congress to which you have been so good as to invite me. I regret 
this the more keenly from the fact that the office of reporter on the law of literary pro- 
perty in France led me to undertake serious labors upon this question ; you will find the 
results in the Moniteur. It belongs to Belgium, intellectual ground par excellence, to take 
the initiative of progress in the more fully carrying out of the constitution of true property. 
A sophist has said “ Property is robbery.” You will reply in instituting the most sacred 
of properties, that of intelligence. God has done it, and man’s duty is to recognize it.
